The public interest is best served, and 
the most effective patent examination occurs when, at the time an application is being examined, the Office is 
awa^e 0 Ind evaluates the teachings of all information material to patentability^ Each .nd.v.duai Bssoc.at^^^^ 
the filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and good fmth in dealing wth he Otfice 
whichSdes a duty to disclose to the Office all infomialion known to that individual to be material to pa entab.l.ty 
as defined in this section. The duty to disclose infomiation exists with respect to each P^^^irig claim^u^^^^ 
claim is cancelled or withdrawn from consideration, or the applteation becomes ^^^^^"^^'^ "^^^^^^ 
to the patentability of a claim that is cancelled or withdrawn from consideration need not be submitted if the 
Serration is not material to the patentability of any.claim remaining under consideration m app^^c^^^^^^^^ 
is no duty to submit information which is not material to the patentability of any existing claim. The duty to disclose 
all information known to be material to patentability is deemed to be satisfied ^ alMnforniatio^^^^ 
to patentability of any claim issued in a patent was cited by the Office or submitted ^ O^.'f ^^^^^ 
nrescribed by §§1 .97(b)-(d) and 1 .98. However, no patent will be granted on an application in connection with 
which fraud on the Office was practiced or attempted or the duty of disclosure was violated through bad faith or 
intentional misconduct.

1,1, submitted in an attempt to establish a contrary conclusion of patentability. 

(c) Individuals associated with the filing or prosecution of a patent application within the meaning of this 
ire:

(3) Every other person who is substantively involved in the preparation or prosecution of the 
application and who is associated with the inventor, with the assignee or with anyone to whom there ts an 
obligation to assign the application.
